Ke Aisa analysis of the official 
statement on the Shipping Con- 


trol question will, we think, con-. 


vinco all excepting these who are 
willfully blind that ‘the Govern- 
ment has effectually answered 
the recent, allegations made 
against it by two Shanghai ship- 
owners, The document makes it 
abundantly clear that Mr. Moller, 
in &ccusing the Government of 
“unjustifiable actions," and in 
deseribing the Government's 
policy as “a travesty of justide,” 
was allowing his feelings to get 
the better, of hia judgment. 
Equally, his reference to’ tbe 
“ Might is Right" dectrine muet 
be regarded as a piece of- cheap 
clap-trap. “We can understand 
the chagrin felt by shipowners. 
over the fact that, as a result of 
the Shipping Control scheme the 
Hongkong. Government is- in 
possession of more than two mil- 
lion dollars which. would normal- 
iy havp found its way into the 
owners’ pockets, But to accuse 
the Government of taking away 
ships solely for profiteering pur- 
poses, as Mr. Moller, has done, is 
oot only absurd, but is a distor- 
tion of facts.
